MALES: The number of male breadwinners in Australia (including members of the 
Forces, employers, self-employers, and wage and salary earners at work or temporarily 
unemployed) was 2,520,200 in March, 1944. Before the outbreak of war (July 1939), 
their number was 2,371,000. The inerense of 149,200 during the war poriod ineluded 
the normal increase of 69,200 mele breadwinners (which might have boen expected if war 
had not occurred) and an abnormal war-time incresse catinated ut 60,000, 


The net number of men transferred from civil life to the armed Forces and 
not returned to civil life as at March 1944 was nearly 680,000.

FEMALES: The number of female breadwinners in July 1939 (including women who were 
employers, self-employers and wege and salary carners, ineluding unemployed) numbered 
677,600. In March 1944, the nucber was 820,500. The increase of 142,900 included 
the normal increese of 36,400 fermle breadwinners (which might have been expected if 
pre-war trends had continued) and an ebnormal war-time increxse of 106,500 females 

in gainful occupation (including Forces) who vould not have been seeking gainful 
occupation but for war conditions.

The following table shows that the number of persons occupied in civilian 
capacities decreased by 151,500 (5.5%) between July 1939 and March 1944, Males so 
o¢cupied decreased by 273,000 (13.0%), the decline in the number of males in rural 
industry being 128,500 (25.6%) while those in other industrics fell by 144,500 (9.4%). 
There were increases of 19,700 (98.5%) in fomeles in rural industry and 176,300 (35.37) 
in other industries (excluding private domestic service). The number of females 
engaged in private domestic service decreased by 74,500 (59.84%). 


The number of persons occupied as employers and self-employers decreased by 
208,900 (30.9%) during the poriod July 1939 to Merch, 1944, while tho number occupied 
as wage and salary carners increased by 57,400 (2.8%), « decrense of 96,000 (6.4%) in 
male wage and solary earners boing accompanioc by an increuse of 153,400 (27.1%) an 
the females.

SECTION B. STATES : INDUSTRIAL GROUPS. 


During May, 1944, male non-rural omployment increased slightly in New South 
Wales, Victoria and Queenslend, and décreased slightly in South Australis and Western 
Australie. Employment in munitions, etc. decreased in New South Wales and Victoria 
and increased in Qucensland, Other Factories and Works showed decreases in South 
Australia and Tasmanian and increzses in Victoria and Queensland. Building and Con- 
struction employment decreased, primarily in New South Wales and Queensland. The 
only other significant changes were increases in New South Wales in Shipping, etc. and 
Governmental and a decrease in Governmental in South Australia. 


During May, 1944, fomalo employment (excluding rural and private domestic 
sorvice) decreased in all States except Queensland and Westorn Australic. Employment 
in munitions, etc. declined in New South Wales, Victoria and Tasmania and in Other 
Factorios primarily in Victoria (food factories - seasonal). 


In retail trade there were increases in New South Wales, Victoria, {'land and 
Tasmania and in Other Industries in New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland and Western 
Australia.

The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns for Austrslia are given without 
any adjustment in the next table. The returns do not cover employees of the Common- 
wealth Governments employers who pay not more than £20 per week in wages do not make 
returns,and religious end public benevolent institutions and hospitals ere also exempt. 
The proportion of all employees who are included verics from State to State, but in 
general, the proportion of employees (other than those of the Commonwealth, those 
engaged in rural incustries, and females domestics in private households) in the Pay Roll 
Tax returns is about 90 per cent. of the estimated total of meles in employnent, and 
about 80 per cent. of the females.
